AN  OLD  LANDMARK  GONE. 

The  Last  Log  Sawed  at  Dodd's  Saw 
Mill. 

Dodd’s  sawmill  pond,  on  GJenwood  ave¬ 
nue,  near  Dodd  . street,  is  a  thing  of  the 
past.  The  old  saw  has  made  its  last  stroke 
and  in  a  few  days  the  old  sawmill,  which 
for  one  hundred  and  fifty  yoars  has  stood 
upon  its  present  foundations^  will  be  de¬ 
molished.  The  oIt|  iuiil-p.*nd  is  to  be  the 
site  of  the  disposal  works  of  the  sewerage 
system  to  be  Introduced  In  I^ast  Orange, 
find  the  township,  having  piik-hased  the 
property,  Saturday  was  lixetf  as  the  time 
for  drawing  the  water  off.  Jtya  I  L.  Dodd, 
ihe  recent  proprietor,  detfonjined  to  do 
honor,  to  the  old  mill,  and  iyake  the  oc¬ 
casion  a  memorable  one.  A$  his  imita¬ 
tion  about  forty  gentlemen  assembled  at 
the  old  mill  shortly  before  3.p’clock  Sat¬ 
urday  afternoon. 

A  large  whitewood  log  lay  upon  the  saw- 
carriage  rea<ly  to  be  aqwed  into  planks, 
and  to  each  member  of  the  East  Orange 
Town  Committee  was  assigned  the  duty 
of  sawing  one  of  these  planks.  The  saw 
was  started  at^3  o’clock  byY  Committee- 
man  Samuel  C.  Jones,  the  oldest  member, 
and  forty-five  minutes  latent  he  old  saw 
made  its  last  stroke  and  the.  gates  of  the 
dam  were  raised.  A  table  wa#  constructed 
under  the  trees  of  the  plank-!  thus  sawed 
ami  a  bountiful  collation  wh*  served,  and 
two  hours  were  pleasantly  spent  in  feast¬ 
ing,  appropriate  speeches,  etje. 

Just  when  the  old  mill  first  built 
ami  by  whom  there  is  no  record,  but  tra¬ 
dition  says  the  mill  is  nearly  150  years 
old,  and  was  built  by  Linus  jpodd,  ^land- 
father  of  the  late  Captaii#  JJzal  Dodd. 
The  nfill  has  always  been  Ip  one.of  the 
numerous  branches  of  the  flodd  family, 
and  has  always  been  run 
•ept  for  three  or  four  yeai 
ago,  when  1*.  was  leased  by  A 
The  old  mill  for  many  yet 
bv  Capt.  Czal  Dodd,  and  hi 
in  1H5N  tl)e  la«t  owner,  Mr 
partnership  with  Mr.  V.,  V. 
the  mill  and  began  the  mi 
■arriage  hubs.  They,  continued  thg  bus¬ 
iness  until  1H01,  when  I.  L.(;

They  areithe  old-fasli- 
ioned  fiat  rail  about  two^and  one-half 
inches  wide  anti  three  quarters  of  an  inclt 
thick,  ami  were  spiked  to  timbers  as  the 
horse  car  tracks  now  are.  tfl’he  tiara  was 
first  built  near  Dodd  streets  and  the  mill¬ 
pond  covered  only  a  little  over  an  acre, 
but  In  180H  the  present  danf  was  built  and 
the  pond  enlarged  to  aboijt'  eight  acres 
for  the  purpose  of  cutting  Joe  from  it  in 
the  Winter.  Mr.  Dodd,  partnership 
with  Frank  Van  Nees.  cut  (he  ice  for  two 
Winters,  and  then  leased  itio  the  Newark 
City  Ice  Company,  who  cul  Ice  from  the 
pond  for  ten  years.

At  tho  last  meeting  o t  the  Board  of  Ed¬ 
ucation.  only  one  bid  was  received  for  sup 
[  plving  the  achoolk  with  coal  during  the 
1  coming  Winter.  This  bid  was  from  Spotti* 
woods  A  Co.,  and  |t  was  laid  over,  it  being 
alleged  that  the  d balers  were  in  combina¬ 
tion.  and  that  they  believing  that  they 
controlled  the  cod l  business,  had  award 
ed  the  contract  to  one  of  their  number. 
Ou  Wednesday  a  communication  was  re¬ 
ceived  from  Hpottlswood  A  Co.,  withdraw 
ing  their  bid,  unless  twenty-five  cents  per 
ton  were  added  to  the  prices  given.  The 
Board  had  secured  other  bids,  however, 
and  the  contract  W as  awarded  to  Thomas 
McCord  who  offered  to  deliver  coal  on 
the  cars,  at  anj  station  on  the  Greco  wood 
Lake  Railroad,  atithe  following  prices  per 
gross  ton  :  Egg,  $$,55  ;  grate,  $3.40  ;  stove, 
$3,90 ;  nut,  $3.45.  The  Supplies  Commit¬ 
tee  were  Instructed  to  arrange  with  the 
Fire  Department  for  the  carting  of  the 
coal,  and  if  not  with  them  then  to  secure 
other  parties. 

The  projectors  of  the  proposed  armory 
building  to  be  erected  upon  land  in  the 
i oar  of  the  post  office  building  have  se¬ 
cured  pledges  for  $0,000  worth  pf  stock 
instead  of  $5,000,  the  amount  at  first  pro¬ 
posed  to  be  raised,  and  the  erection  of  the 
armory  is  now  assured.
